matters of a procedural character, and they will sit on Monday morning at 


lO o'clock for half an hour to hear argument in open session on the question 
of an ajournment, one counsel being heard on each side and only for 15 minutes 


COLONEL SMINOV (Counsel for the USSR): I interrupted the guctation of 


a document on page 3 of the document file, second paragraph, first colum of 
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the text. I consider it possible to skip many items of this document, as 
lh , ^ ast yes y nan 9 saw ۷ | a me ^ ^ م‎ AW eras Anh ws 1 
hese facts simply confirm further the general conclusions which were 


expressed in the beginning of the document, and which were already confirmed

of tho text, It states that the civilian inhabitants were sent forcefully 
to concentration camps, artifidally and illegally increasing the number of 
prisoners of war, and supporting the inhunan reine which was established by 
the German fascist authorities as recerds prisoners of war. 

I submit to the Tribunal further an extract from the minutes of the 
court-nartial of a military tribunal of the 37hth Liroban Infantry Division, 
held on 29 October 19), This document is submitted as USSR Exhibit 162 
The Tribunal will find this document on page 67 of the document file. 

DR, KAUFMANN (Counsel for Defendant Kaltenbrumner): I would like to 
make two motions with regard to the »resent question: The first motion is that 
I would like to ask, with reference to Article 21, to prohibit the reading 


of documents, inasmuch as these docunents do not contain definite information 


about the source for the information therein contained. 
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Second: the reading of statements, written statements, which are only 
sunm;ery information, without own experie nce, and to permit the reading of such 
statements only if the cross examination of the author as a witness is possible, 

May I say the following: Article 19 of the Charter permits every procf 
which has probative values Article 21 leaves the Gourt the responsibility to 
ask for proof and for docurxents of so-called "investigation conmittees." 

Since the purpose of both articles, however, is to facilitate the subrüss on 
of proof, the admission of written statements of various kinds leads to the 
danvter that such statements would discriminate against an entire people and 


entire nation. then the demand of the Defense seems to be justified to admit 


only such proof, such documents, where this danger has been eliminated as far 


wany of the written statements read by the Russian Prosecution, and 
excerpts from committee reports, have had no probative value; but, further- 
more, since they cannot be checkoed--their contents cannot be checked--thoy

DR. KAUFLANN: he Defense is of the opinion that Article el permits an

possible for the Defendants! Counsel to check the sources upon which these 
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orts are basede We are of the inion that the witnesses who have been 
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questioned, for reasons of compassion, have not been in a position to describe 
the events objectively. As jurists we know that it is exceedingly dif ficult 
to describe even simple events truthfully. Therefore, we have the duty and 
the responsibility for the German people to try to check these sources and to 
help thereby to explain and clarify the course of events, which we sce 
somewhat differently 

THE PRESIDENT: Defendants! Counsel will have the opporturity at the 
proper tine of criticizing any evidence which is offered by the Prosecution. 


They wil] be able to point out whether it is probable that certain evidence 


was given out of sympathy; hey will be able to critisize the evidence 
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which is givenin any way they choose at the prover time. But this is not the 
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Article 21 is perfectly clear, and it directs the Tribunal to take 
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Juaicial notice of the various docusents which are there set out, and‏ 
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expressly 
refers to the records and findings of military or other tribunals of any of the 
United Nations. This is a record and finding of a military tribunal of 

Sovict courte Therefore, the Tribunal is directed in express terms by Article 
21 to take judicial notice of it. That doesn't prevent Defendants! Counsel, 
when they make their speeches in defense, from criticizing the evidence upon 
which that record and findings proceed, but to say it ought not to be admitted 
apnears to me, at any rate, and I think to the other members of the Tribunal, 
to be really entirely unfounded as an objection, 


COLONEL SMINOV: May I continue? Thus, the document which has been 
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submitted to the Tribunal will be fouud on paze 57 of the document file. 
will allow myself to repeat in my own words the biographical data concernin 
the defendant LeCourt, whe was brought to trial. 

This was a non-Party senior corporal of the Serman #rny, 27 years old, 

He was born and lived before the war in tho torm of Strafzardt; was owner of 
a novio theater, and was lator mobilized in the army, where he served in the 
lst Corpany of the lth Airborne Division. I begin to quote the statements in 
evidence given by LeCourt, beginning with naragraph 2. The Tribunal will 
find this placein the document book on nare 68, fifth paragraphe LeCourt 
stated:

On the 3 of 
November, 1941, in B lgrade, one hundred hostages were shot, 

"Other information reveals the enormous number of crimes in a very short 
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"On the 12 of December, 1942, in Krnguevatz there were shot ten hostages, 


On the 12 of December, 1942 in Krusev tz ten hostages were shot, On the 15 
of Deecmber, 1942 in Brush thirty hostages were shot, On the 17 of Decanber و‎ 
19,2 in Petrovatz fifty hostages were shot, On the 20 of December, 1942 in 
Brush ten hostages were shot, On the 25 of December, 1942 in Pctrov^tz 

fifty hostages were shot, On the 26 of Decanber, 1942 in Brush there were 
ten hostages shot. On the 27 of December, 1942 in Krusevatz twenty-five 
hostages were shot," 

One really could agree with the statement of the Yugoslav Government that 
such figures could be cited ad infinitum, 

I continue my quotation, 

"Shooting of hostages 2s a rule was conducted in a2 barbaric mnner. More 
often the victims were mde to stand one behind the other in groups, towait 
their turn to be eyo-witnesses of the cxecution of the pregecing group, 

In such a consecutive manner those groups were exterminated," 

I shall submit further to the Tribun-l as USSR Exhibit 225, the report 
of the Political Administration of the Quisling Administration of Milan 
Necrich, where it refers to the shooting on the ll of December in Leskovatz 
of three hundred and ten hostages, out of which two hundred anc ninety=three 
Were gypsies," 

I continue with the quotation of the raport of the Yugoslav Govornuent, 

"Through an examinction of the location and interrogation of the gypsies 
by the original administration investigating war crimes in Leskovatz, the 
following methods of carrying out this shooting was established or ciscovered," 

Before I quote it I shall submit to the Tribunal the aocumcnt which was 
referred to by the Government of the Czech Ropubiic, I submit it 2s USSR 
Zxhibit Number 226 anc I ask to have it incorpor^ted as evidence, 

In the report of the Yugoslav Governacnt, the following lines were used 
out of this document: 

"On the ll of December, 1941 from six o'clock in the morning to four 
o'clock in the aftornaon Germans carried in their trucks arrested hostages

in groups, up to twenty people in every groupe All of them had their hancs 


bound, They were taken through the foothills of the Mountain Hisar, From there 
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on they were mde to walk xcross the mountain and then stood up in ranks 


wna near dug out graves they wore shot and thrown into the graves,"
